This moderately circulated exam- 
ple does have some ink burn but, otherwise, the paper is solid and all of 
the printed details and the “J. Hardy” signature are quite bold.

By 1782 Congress was unable to honor the large quantity of Continental 
notes that were in circulation, and their value fell to nearly nothing (not 
worth a continental sound familiar?). These notes were then issued to cir- 
culate, and were accepted in payment of taxes (which earlier Continentals 
were not). Newman identifies the denominations as $1, $2, $4, $6, $8 and 
$25 but he speculates that other denominations were also issued. Notes 
are known only with issue dates of September 27, 1785 and October 11, 
1787, with this offering bearing the latter date. This is a very attractive, 
problem-free note with the clear signature of J(ohn) Hardy.

These indented bills were issued by the Continental Congress from 
1782 through 1787.

By 1782 Congress was unable to honor the large quantity 
of Continental notes that were in circulation. Their value fell to nearly 
nothing (“Not worth a continental,” sound familiar?). These notes were 
then issued to circulate, and were accepted in payment of taxes (which 
earlier Continentals were not). The authorized signers were John Hardy 
and Michael Hillegas, with almost all of the known examples signed 
by Hardy. His bold clear signature led early collectors to refer to these 
then mysterious and rare notes as “Hardy Bills.” Newman identifies the 
denominations as $1, $2, $4, $6, $8, $9, $15, $20, $25, $50 and $75, but he 
speculates that other denominations were also issued. Notes are known 
only with issue dates of September 27, 1785 and October 11, 1787, but 
other dates were undoubtedly used. In the course of our 60-plus sales we 
have handled fewer than five of these ultra rare notes. 


This is only the second example that we have ever seen that included a 
Fractional Denomination. All others that we have seen were for whole- 
dollar amounts, with a bold ink line drawn through the two areas where 
the handwritten fraction would have appeared. PMG has noted a few 
small holes on this circulated example but it is nevertheless a wonder- 
ful item that would complement any advanced collection of Continental 
Currency.

This is the first example of this issue and denomination that we have had 
to offer in almost 20 years. It is the first issue from Pennsylvania that has 
the format and general appearance of the notes we are used to seeing. It is 
also the issue in which Ben Franklin introduced deliberate misspellings 
of Pennsylvania on different denominations as a device to prevent raised- 
denomination notes. Despite have been repaired and reconstructed, the 
“Printed by B. Franklin” imprint is strong and clear immediately beneath 
the sharp nature print.

20. 

“The highest denomination from this earlier Franklin and Hall printed 
series. Plate B. The backwards (“mirror image”) “S” is in the border. This 
example has a particularly bold back and clear imprint at the bottom. 
Noted with “Edge Splits and Repairs; Minor Stains; Small Paper Pulls on 
Back.” A high-grade note from this enactment.” This was our description 
when we sold this same note for over $1,100 in our May 2016 Newman 
sale. This is the earliest Pennsylvania series that is even remotely available 
to collectors. A true sleeper that will likely represent that last opportunity 
to obtain one for a long time.

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20049 Pennsylvania May 20, 1758 20s PMG About Uncirculated 50. 

A well preserved note that was “Printed by Ben Franklin” and “Signed by Charles Thomson” as noted on the PMG holder. Thomson was the Secretary 
of the Continental Congress and served in that role for the entire fifteen years of its existence. He also notified Washington that he had been nominated 
for the presidency. The Newman reference does not price this note higher than Very Fine. As discussed in Eric P. Newman’s four-part 1964 Numismatist 
article, “Nature Printing on Colonial and Continental Currency,” denominations appear within some nature prints on Pennsylvania Colonial currency. 
On the present example, the “XX” has been placed at the base of the stem. This additional device would have served as a deterrent to altering the note in 
order to raise the denomination. An incredible example that is not only Top Pop at PMG for the denomination, but which is the finest example they have 
graded for all denominations of this early Franklin series. The next best 20 Shilling note grades VF 25, and the second finest of any denomination in 
this series is an EF 40 fifteen shilling. We last saw this note in our 2013 FUN sale. It realized a healthy $4,112.50 on that day and is no doubt worth much 
more in today’s robust market.

When first offered this attractive Colonial in our 2014 FUN sale, we said, “The first genuine example that we have handled of this note and very likely 
the second highest survivor in existence. The note is not priced above fine in either Newman or Friedberg and the only nicer example we have ever seen 
is the Newman plate note which is right around this same grade though slightly better margined. All the notes from this issue are rare as they were 
called for redemption. This issue was called for redemption due to the number of well executed counterfeits that were circulating. This denomination 
along with the £3 were counterfeited. Herman Rosencrantz was convicted of producing counterfeits of the £3 notes and he was executed on May 5, 1770 
in Philadelphia as a result. PCGS has not released a Colonial Population Report, but PMG has not graded a single example of this note. This genuine 
example should command a solid four figure price.” What sets this note head and shoulders above all others is that it has received both an Extremely 
Fine grade as well as the vaunted Premium Paper Quality designation. Any other note from this series would be blessed with only one of those qualities. 
This magnificent piece sold for $3,290 in our 2014 FUN sale. After seven years, it is time for a bit of good luck to be bestowed upon one lucky bidder.

Fra(ncis) Hopkinson is the dark top signature on this note. He signed the 
Declaration of Independence as a New Jersey delegate. He also served in 
various roles in the early United States government including as a mem- 
ber of the Second Continental Congress. In addition, he had a hand in 
designing the Continental Currency April 11, 1778 $40 note by develop- 
ing the note’s emblem that combines both the CONFEDERATION motto 
with the “All Seeing Eye of Providence” vignette. The last example of this 
20 Shillings note signed by Hopkinson that we auctioned was graded 
PCGS XF 40 Apparent and realized $1,320 in November, 2017. The back 
label of our current offering cites paper pulls which are from a previous 
mounting. It is still one of the highest examples graded by PMG and also 
has a link to our nation’s founding.

This is the first sheet of the four lowest denomi- 
nations of this 1775 issue to be included in our auctions. Thos. Tilbury 
boldly signed each well printed note. This uncut sheet also has its full 
complement of selvage. The back label mentions minor stains. We see 
minor staining on a 3d and on a 6d note.

You can count on one hand the number of notes we have sold from this series across all denominations. This issue is referred to as ‘Island Money, as 
it was secured by a pledge of land, including Province Island. The date of invalidity of this series was moved several times, with the final date being 
January 1, 1793. At that time, remaining notes were redeemed with specie, accounting for the extreme scarcity of these pieces today. The note is a solid 
VF-EF note, without a hint of a problem. The Newman book values these at $4,500 in Fine, with no higher grade given. The Friedberg catalog simply 
notes the entire issue as very rare, with no price for any grade. Tonight's impressive offering is the nicest problem free example we have sold from this 
rare series.

A couple of 
small edge split repairs are observed when the sheet is backlit. Nonetheless, it remains attractive and has retained its dark printing.

A Very Rare High Grade South Carolina April-May 1775 Promissory Note 
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20055 South Carolina April-May 1775 Promissory Note £50 PMG Very Fine 20. 

During the Revolutionary War, South Carolina issued these promissory notes to help pay for the costs the colony was incurring during the war with 
Great Britain. Heavy penned cancellations are found across the note, with Henry Middleton's signature being crossed out. Henry Middleton’s planta- 
tion, Middleton Place, is located outside of Charleston, and has been restored and opened to the public. PMG has noted the Pen Cancels, which are rather 
obvious, and some Ink Burn, which is not nearly as obvious. We have recently sold quartered pieces, which were separated but still managed a near four- 
figure price. This fantastic example should be well worth the price of admission and is a “must-have” for the South Carolina specialist.

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20056 South Carolina December 23, 1776 $2-$3-$4 Uncut Sheet 
PMG About Uncirculated 55. 

Only the second example of this Uncut Sheet to appear in our auctions, 
with the first offering occurring way back in January, 2008. The lone 
signature is of J(ames) Wakefield. Four signers were needed to put these 
notes into circulation. There is a fold between the second and third notes. 
Stains are mentioned on the back label, but all we see is light staining. Do 
not wait another 13 years for one of these sheets to become available.

Fine 45. 

A very high grade for this piece with the “bird escaping cage” emblem. 
PMG has graded none equal and just two higher by only five grade points 
each. The highest graded example that we have previously auctioned was 
formerly in the Eric Newman Collection. It was a PCGS XF example that 
realized $1,680 in November, 2017. The Latin motto of IBI PATRIA UBI 
LIBERTAS translates as, “Here in our country is where freedom is.” As 
usual, three signatures are bold and the perpendicular signature is faint. 
Nonetheless, a quality example from an issue that consists only of the $20 
and $30 denominations.

A white paper example of one of the four original denominations for this 
issue.

The face vignette is of a seated 
Liberty figure holding a cornucopia and surrounded by a ribbon with the 
Latin motto of, “MUTUA DEFENSIO TUTISSIMA,” which translates 
as, “Mutual defense is safest.” This note is in a comment free third party 
holder. Recent years have seen third party graded AU examples, even 
with comments, routinely break the $1,000 barrier in our auctions.

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20059 South Carolina February 8, 1779 $90 PMG About 
Uncirculated 55. 

One of the higher PMG graded examples of this number is in this lot. 
The ink is dark, the three signatures are bold, and the back vignette of 
Hercules strangling a lion is one of the best in the entire field of Colonials. 
This piece has contemporary mathematical annotations on the back, too. 
The last example to cross our auction block was another PMG AU 55 note 
that also had mathematical annotations on the back. It realized $1,020 in 
September, 2020.

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20060 Vermont February 1781 1s PMG Very Good 10 Net. 

One of the more eye-pleasing Vermonts that we have had the pleasure 
of handling. At a glance, it appears to be both a solid Very Fine and to 
be unrestored. On closer inspection however, it becomes apparent that 
the bottom inch of the note is actually from a different note than the top 
two-thirds. This is very often the case with Vermont notes, and on this 
particular example, the face-to-back registration allowed for an almost 
perfect blending of the two pieces. Vermont notes were printed on thin, 
weak paper that disintegrated rapidly. Fragments of notes are far more 
common than whole examples. Early collectors often “cobbled together” 
whole notes from the pieces that were available to them. Their scarcity is 
due to the fact that only a single issue was emitted, and that issue, autho- 
rized in February of 1781, had its legal-tender status revoked after a little 
more than a year in circulation. The scarcity was increased by the fact 
that these notes retained their validity for tax payments, but the Treasury 
was denied the right to re-issue the bills, and they were burnt when 
received as taxes. This is one of the better restoration efforts we've seen. 
The note really does look like a solid VF. PMG has noted that the note has 
been reconstructed from two different notes resulting in the net grade, 
but the piece is extremely pleasing visually.

Gunther & Derby UNL PMG Very Fine 25. 

This is by far the finest of the three notes known from this issuer, who is 
listed in the 1860 Federal Census for Coloma, as a “merchant.” We have 
sold both of the other pieces known, a 50 cent and a $1, each of which 
is illustrated in the new Gunther & Derby reference. Both are heavily 
repaired, with tears and pieces replaced. This new to the market discov- 
ery $2 is substantially nicer, with a strong signature, fully intact paper, 
and just a bit of light staining which is confined to the reverse.

20062 Jacksonville, AL- T.C. Cannon 50¢ Sept., 1862 Rosene UNL

Both Rosene and the new Gunther & Derby reference list only a single 
note extant from Jacksonville. That piece, from a different issuer, is a 
mystery as it is unillustrated in both texts. This example is newly discov- 
ered, and offered to collectors for the first time at public sale. It is almost 
certainly unique for the issuer and offers to collectors what might be their 
only opportunity to obtain even one obsolete note from Jacksonville for 
their holdings. PMG does note repairs, which, though present, are hardly 
meaningful on an item of this rarity.

It is backed on lined blue paper, likely the sole 
reason for its survival. This accounts for its Net grade, as the note is oth- 
erwise fully intact and actually quite attractive. If rarity and desirability 
are any guide, expect an easy four figure realization.

This tiny community is today an unincorporated area located in rural 
Franklin County in the far northwestern corner of the state. R. Bolton, 
the issuer of this note, is likely Redden Bolton, who was born in 1822 
and died in 1885 and who is buried in the local Winchester Cemetery in 
Pleasant Site. He served as the Postmaster at Pleasant Site. Neither Rosene 
nor the new Gunther & Darby references mention any notes whatever 
from Pleasant Site, leading us to conclude that this piece is almost cer- 
tainly unique for both its location as well as its issuer. The PMG Net grade 
has been assigned because the note is backed, although it is certainly per- 
fectly presentable.

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20065 St. Stephens, AL- Tombeckbe Bank $20 June 
Rosene UNL Gunther & Derby AO-438 $20a PMG Fine 12. 
St. Stephens began as a fort established by the Spanish governor of 
Mobile, Juan Vincente Folch, in 1789. Located 67 miles north of Mobile, 
it served as the first capital of the Alabama Territory after the state of 
Mississippi entered the union in 1817. The bank received its charter 
in February, 1818, with the bank’s first president, Israel Pickens, later 
becoming Alabama's governor. After the capital was moved to Cahawba 
in 1820, the town swiftly declined, with the bank suspending specie 
payments in June of 1827 and failing soon thereafter. We sold the only 
other extant $20 example six years ago, where we described it as, “An 
excessively rare note which may well be unique, as this denomination 
is unlisted in the Rosene reference and is listed in Haxby as SENC with 
“No Description Available,” with that piece realizing $4,700 despite hav- 
ing multiple repairs. This newly discovered example is problem free and 
prefect for the grade. If rarity and desirability are any guide here, expect a 
realization in the area of...

Nov. 25, 1825 Rosene UNL Gunther & Derby UNL PMG Very Fine 25. 

A fantastic new discovery from a merchant unlisted in either Alabama 
reference, this piece is almost certainly unique. It’s by far the earliest note 
known from any Tuscumbia issuer, and one of the very few Alabama 
scrip notes which date back as far as the mid-1820's. The Wallace & 
Ireland store is mentioned in Nina Leftwich’s 1935 book Two Hundred 
Years at Muscle Shoals, An Authentic History of Colbert County.

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20067 Little Rock, AR- State of Arkansas $1 Jan. 16, 1874 Cr. 63 PMG 
Choice Very Fine 35. 

An extremely scarce note, this type is listed as Rarity 10 (Very Rare) in 
the Shull Southern States Currency reference. The last example we have 
had the privilege to offer, which was identically graded to this piece, real- 
ized almost $5,000 in our 2016 FUN auction. The Act of March 16, 1871 
called for the Treasurer to issue interest bearing certificates on bank note 
paper. These notes bore interest at 5%. This $1 note is bright and flawless 
for the grade.

$10 1858 as G8a-G8a-G8a-G10a Uncut Proof Sheet Crisp Uncirculated. 
This is a rare, uncut Obsolete sheet engraved and printed by Bald, 
Cousland & Co. with a full orange tint plate outlining the protectors. On 
the $5 notes, the farmer driving a hay wagon interacts with a blacksmith 
in the center. The tint outlines the protector “V” and two “5” numerals 
across. At lower left is Buchanan, and at the lower right is seated Ceres. 
On the $10 note, the tint outlines the ornate “X” across the center with 
the top center vignette showing a farm family chatting with a smithy. 
The sheet itself gives the appearance of being a Choice-Gem CU quality 
example, but since it is housed inside a frame, we cannot be certain so 
your cataloger has erred on the side of caution. Nice CU individual Proofs 
of this bank tend to sell for several hundred dollars each. Incredibly rare 
as an Uncut Proof Sheet, no others have sold in at least two decades. The 
only Uncut Sheet that we sold from this bank was a Remainder sheet, 
which graded PCGS Very Fine 30 and sold for $2,350 as part of our 2016 
Newman collection sale. A prize item for any serious Washington, D.C. 
collector.

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20070 Cuthbert, GA- Banking House of John McK. Gunn $2 Jan. 1, 
1861 UNL PMG Fine 12. 

An extremely rare Georgia note issued by John McKenzie Gunn, who 
operated a store and exchange office on the main square in Cuthbert. His 
Cuthbert home was built in 1853 as a present for his new bride, and the 
house still stands today. This is only the third note and the second fully 
issued example that we have auctioned from this issuer that is unlisted in 
both the Haxby and the Whitman Encyclopedia of Obsolete Paper Money 
Volume 6 references. The only fully issued note that we offered previously 
from the Gunn Banking House was another $2 grading PCGS Fine 12 
Apparent which realized $1,527 in January, 2015. Our current offering 
cites minor restoration on its back label. Backlighting the note before a 
light source reveals several small edge tears and a few small internal tears 
that have been nicely sealed, leaving a favorable impression for the third 
party grade.

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20071 Macon, GA- Bank of Middle Georgia $1-$1-$2-$5 18__ G2-G2- 
G4-G6 Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Choice About Unc 58 EPQ. 

The Bank of Middle Georgia was chartered on February 19, 1856 and 
remained in business until just after the war. While an exact suspen- 
sion date has not yet been discovered, it seems almost certain that this 
occurred in 1865 as the bank’s notes are quoted at very large discounts 
in newspapers of that year. The $1 notes feature a vignette of livestock 
drinking at a trough and a vignette of Justice seated in a large chair 
draped in the Stars and Stripes. The $2 features a vignette of an allegori- 
cal woman and a Native American male reclining by the Georgia coat of 
arms. The $5 note depicts Commerce and perhaps Agriculture support- 
ing an oval portrait of Washington. The sheet is printed on India paper 
mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. One 
sheet (undoubtedly this example) appeared as part of Lot 288 in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale, and is one of the few sheets from that sale to subse- 
quently survive the cutting shears. A beautiful and historic survivor that 
will take any collection to which it is added to the next level.

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20072 Sullivan, IL- Pork Packers Bank $3 186 _ G6 Remainder PMG 
Choice Very Fine 35 EPQ. 

The first time for us to offer a note from this bank, this example is a 
Remainder with serial number 614-A. Haxby states on page 378 that, 
“Circulating notes were printed, but were not issued to the bank and 
supposedly were all destroyed. Consequently, only Proofs should exist.” 
The charming EPQ example in this lot contradicts that statement. Haxby 
further lists only the $3 and $5 denominations for this bank and both are 
described as SENC, “surviving example not confirmed” and NDA, “no 
description available”. We now know that the central vignette for the $3 is 
a pork slaughterhouse scene.

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20073 Thebes, IL- Canal Bank $3 May 1, 1860 G2a Proof PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 64, 6 POCs. 

An Illinois Free Bank, this institution did not have any of its Proofs in 
the ABNCo. archives sale of 1990. The Canal Bank was in business for a 
short time in 1860-61 before being overwhelmed by the financial turmoil 
surrounding the start of the Civil War. It was one of 90 banks in the state 
to fail during the year of 1861. The National Bank Note Company turned 
out delightful designs, and this note is no exception. With its extravagant 
red tints and design elements complementing detailed vignettes such 
as the lovely The Mill Door engraving at center, this example is likely 
to attract more than just Illinois specialists. This Proof’s provenance 
extends its purchase from George Wait in the early 1980s. We have auc- 
tioned three different Proofs from this bank and our offering tonight is 
the nicest of that trio by a large margin. The other two Proofs came out 
of the Eric Newman Collection. This Proof $3 is mounted on lightweight 
cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines.

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20074 Franklin, LA- William F. Haifleigh $2 June 17, 1862 PMG Very 
Fine 25. 

An attractive note from this obscure issuer, this piece features an appeal- 
ing steamboat vignette. William F(ranklin) Haifleigh (1820-1872) was a 
merchant who operated in the St. Mary Parish of Louisiana. This note has 
solid paper for the grade with just a few minor rust specks.

We have offered only one other example of this denomination from this 
issuer and that was in January, 2008. Our more recent offerings of other 
denominations include a PCGS VF 20 $50 that realized $7,050 in April, 
2017, a PMG VF 20 Net $20 that closed at $6,462 in January, 2017, and a 
PCGS VF 25 example ex-Eric Newman that brought $5,640 in October, 
2015. Mounting remnants and stains are visible only on the back. This 
note should hammer in the range of that earlier discussed trio.

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20076 St. Martinsville, LA- G. Webre & D.L. Broussard 50¢ Aug. 14, 
1862 PCGS Banknote Very Fine 20 Details. 

This is the first time that we have offered, or even seen, a note from this 
rare issuer. Earlier Don Louis Broussard was associated with Broussard 
& Tertrou. We have auctioned a single note from Broussard & Tertrou. 
That note was a damaged $3 and has crossed our auction block twice, 
with the last time being in April, 2013. Our current offering has a corner 
that has been skillfully reattached on this otherwise evenly circulated 50¢ 
example.

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20077 Leitersburg, MD- J.P. Stephey 25¢ Dec. 1, 1841 Shank UNL 
PMG Very Fine 25. 

The Shank reference does not have a single issuer at this location in 
Washington County. This is the first time for us to offer an example from 
this issuer. Moreover, this piece is serial number 4. The paper is white 
and the blue ink penmanship is bold. The internal split mentioned on the 
back label is small. In sum, this piece is an attractive mid-grade hard to 
find rarity.

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20078 Springfield, MA- John Hancock Bank $2 Jan. 1, 1857 G4a 
PCGS Very Fine 30PPQ. 

An extremely rare Obsolete with a uniquely styled layout, this piece 
was once part of the Eric Newman Collection. The John Hancock Bank 
became a national bank on April 5, 1865. They aggressively redeemed 
their previously issued Obsoletes. This is reflected in the references as 
almost every Obsolete except for three are described as SENC, “Surviving 
Example Not Confirmed” in Haxby and in Whitman only about 20% of 
the bank’s notes even have a rarity rating. At top center is an impressive 
printed signature of John Hancock in the bold style that he used to sign 
the Declaration of Independence. At left is a large red protector numeral 
“2,” which is different from the shaded and outlined protector used on 
the plated note in Whitman. This is a stunning example for the grade 
with attractive paper originality. A scant few issued Obsoletes and Proofs 
with the “John Hancock” engraved signature exist today. Most likely the 
example in this lot is one of the nicest. Cashier E. D(udley) Chapin would 
go on to be the cashier of the John Hancock National Bank from 1865-89 
and then president from 1890-1905 when the bank was placed into volun- 
tary liquidation.

The bank was organized in September, 1858 and was the first of the 
Minnesota state banks to open.

As a result, the bank failed when its par- 
ent company in New York failed on October 11, 1859. The bank’s securi- 
ties that had been deposited with the state were sold and note holders 
received 70¢ on the dollar. $1,349 in outstanding circulation was never 
redeemed. The note features a vignette of Native Americans on horseback 
hunting bison. Two vignettes of Prosperity or Plenty anchor the ends, and 
a small oval female portrait appears at bottom center. The note has an 
orange overall tint and two orange and white 5 protectors. It is printed 
on India paper with the usual POCs in the signature lines. There are 
two stamp hinge remnants, one each in the middle of the left and right 
margins. This is quite reminiscent of D.C. Wismer’s favored method of 
mounting and suggests a provenance stretching back to his holdings in 
the 1930s. The note was not part of the miniscule Minnesota section in 
the 1990 ABNCo. Archives sale. We are aware of two surviving examples 
in Proof form.

That pay- 
ment would eventually entitle Triplett to 640 acres of Texas land. The commissioners on the part of Texas that pen signed this loan were S(tephen) F. 
Austin, B(ranch) T. Archer, and Wm. H. Wharton. Austin, of course, is known as the Father of Texas. Kentuckian Triplett was a wealthy merchant 
banker and land speculator. The commissioners and Triplett were staying in the same New Orleans hotel in January, 1836, which made the finan- 
cial dealings so much easier for all concerned.

The bank was authorized by the General Assembly in 1853 and initially operated as a free bank. While the bank survived the end of the war, its post war 
balance sheet suggests that it perished in the first couple of years after the war's conclusion. It did not originally issue any notes below $5 and probably 
made at least limited use of its odd denomination $6, $7, $8, and $9 notes as an alternative method of making change (change for a $10 used to make a $2 
purchase could be made with an $8 for example). The $6 note features two gentlemen conducting business standing next to a tobacco hogshead. While 
the note has seen circulation, it has survived the experience without attracting any repairs or glaring condition impairments.

The bank issued a series of $6, $7, $8, and $9 notes, probably as an alter- 
native way to make change in the absence of $1 and $2 notes that the bank 
did not issue until later in the Civil War years.

This note, like its two 
sister odd denomination notes in this auction, has seen its fair share of 
time in circulation but has avoided any repairs or major damage. PMG 
only notes evidence of previous mounting in the form of a stamp hinge 
remnant on the back top margin.

This is one of the most storied notes of the Confederate paper money series. Within days of being appointed by Jefferson Davis as Secretary of the 
Treasury, C.G. Memminger arranged for G.B. Lamar, a southern banker and agent for the Confederacy in New York City, to secure a contract with 
ABNCo. to print the fledgling nation’s first currency and other fiscal documents. Due to the knowledge that hostilities could commence at any time, 
ABNCo. sublet the currency part of the order to National Bank Note Company. In order to expedite delivery, existing vignettes were used exclusively, 
and a shipment of 607 sheets of $1000-$500-$100-$50 notes was made in early April, days before the actual shooting started at Fort Sumter in Charleston 
harbor. The very first notes from this shipment were processed in Montgomery on April 5, 1861. It was soon realized that there was little use for such a 
high denomination, and so these 607 $1000s were it; the first, last, and only $1000 treasury notes issued by the Confederacy. Today, the census of surviv- 
ing notes of this design, including this serial number, stands at around 137 notes. The note reflects the early practice of paying interest up to the date of 
redemption with a stamped statement indicating that the principal ($1000) and interest for 425 days ($42.50) had been received in Savannah. The signer’s 
name has not been deciphered to date. While this note saw little actual circulation, it was hammer cancelled twice and these cancels have been rein- 
forced on the back. Three additional reinforcements were made in the bottom margin, closing four POC cancels. The portions of the signatures in the 
area occupied by these reinforcements were redrawn. Finally, there are some mounting remnants on the back and small edge tears. All of these relatively 
minor distractions can not diminish the great rarity of this classic Confederate issue which is one of the required types to complete a Confederate type 
set. We last sold this note in our 2012 FUN Currency Signature Auction for $20,125 and believe that level should likely be reached or exceeded tonight.

As was the case for many of the 
earliest Confederate notes, all of the vignettes were pre-war engravings that had been appropriated for use by the various Confederate printers. 7,160 Ab 
plen $10 notes were printed along with an equal number of Ab plen T35 $5 “Indian Princess” notes on eight subject lithographic stones.

It is without doubt the most impressive and 
ornate of all autographed stocks or bonds. This $500 bond was issued in 
1866 from New York City while Santa Anna was living in exile. While he 
schemed to depose Emperor Maximilian, he issued these bonds in hopes 
of regaining power. In these attempts, he was captured and sentenced 
to death. Still, he was released and allowed to retire to New York where 
he eventually went blind and died in poverty and neglect. Of course, we 
remember him because of his success over the Texans at the Alamo, and 
later his defeat and capture by Sam Houston at San Jacinto in 1836. Found 
in an old leather container in Texas, this American bond is fully issued, 
uncancelled, and full margins. Pinholes or staple holes are noted outside 
the design. Two of the three folds are in the margins of the piece and also 
do not affect the design. A true classic and a must for any serious collec- 
tion, but especially collectors of Texas history.

The inside covers and their adjoining pages are modern replacements 
and they match its modern protective slipcase. We have auctioned one of 
these previously that was very similar. It realized $5,462 in January, 2006.

A definite rarity in American numismatics, the book receives further 
description of its contents on the title page continuing with, “and con- 
taining superb illustrations in genuine tints, printed at the Treasury 
Department, from the original dies in the possession of the government 
of all the bonds issued under the acts of Congress from July 17, 1861 to 
March 3, 1868, together with a full description of all genuine plates and 
complete rules for the detection of counterfeits; also, valuable plates of 
existing coins, and important statistical tables.” Eric Newman's research 
confirmed the author as being Laban Heath. Nineteen plates depict 
genuine bonds or their elements, two depict the face and verso of a 
counterfeit $1,000 bond of 1862, while the last depicts Internal Revenue 
stamps. The coin plates consist of five showing American colonial, state, 
and federal issues and four illustrating then current coins of Europe and 
South America. Many of the silver coins that are pictured exhibit toning 
due to the paper. This tome is not graded, but it is in nice condition. All 
plates are present including their tissue guards. A new spine has been 
expertly laid on and a few pages do have small edge tears. There is a small 
bookseller’s bookplate on the inside front cover and penned on the next 
page is “Rare” and a price from very, very long ago. In summary, it is 
certainly a great example of this important numismatic book. Treasury 
skullduggery concerning the publication of this book can be found in 
Eric Newman’s excellent article, “Heath’s Counterfeit Detectors: An 
Extraordinarily Successful Comedy of Errors” that is found within The 
American Numismatic Association Anthology copyright 1991.

Since then it has not made any other auction appearance. [legible officer signatures are of Cashier 
C.A. Metz and President T.A. Work. They served together in their respective capacities during the National era from 1913-35. Bank title embossing is 
bold on all six notes, while a horizontal center fold in the margin between the third and fourth notes is also observed. A small hole is mentioned on the 
back label and is located in the margin between the fifth and six notes. A rare opportunity for the collector looking to add an uncut sheet from this bank, 
as this is just the third time in 30 years that an example is up for bid.

Not only were Florida banks hit hard 
by the Great Depression, but the sudden implosion of the real estate mar- 
ket in south Florida after disastrous hurricanes in 1926 and 1928, along 
with the collapse of the citrus industry a couple of years later when the 
Mediterranean fruit fly infested the groves, caused a ruinous contrac- 
tion in the state’s economy which affected virtually every bank in the 
state. As bankruptcies mounted and capital fled, many banks went belly 
up, with even the strongest of the institutions issuing considerably fewer 
small notes than large. With only eight notes listed in NBN census, auc- 
tion appearances are few and far between. We sold a PMG Very Fine 25 
for $1,762.50 in our 2017 FUN sale and a raw Very Fine for $3,450 in our 
2007 FUN sale. This piece is a great small size note from a heavily col- 
lected state.

Bank Ch. # 1751 PMG Very Good 10. 

A great new discovery from this very rare Cass County bank that oper- 
ated near the Kansas state line. Pleasant Hill was the host to two National 
Banks - the Farmers National, which remains unreported, and the First 
National which issued First Charter notes only during its brief existence 
from 1870 to 1878. Tonight’s offering is just the fourth note to surface 
from here. It displays just honest wear with good remaining color and 
legible signatures. Last year, another Deuce from this bank, which was a 
repaired PMG Very Good 8 Net, fetched over $4,000 at auction.

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Attractive Montana Territory Original Series Five 
The First Reported Note for the Bank 


20385 Bozeman, Montana Territory - $5 Original Fr. 399 The First National Bank Ch. # 2027 PMG Very Fine 25 EPQ. 
A fabulous note, this offering is a newly discovered Montana Territorial example which is presented here to the numismatic fraternity for the first time. 
It’s also the first note to surface from a short-lived issuer that briefly operated in this southwestern Montana city. 


The city of Bozeman was named after John M. Bozeman, who founded the Bozeman Trail, and was a founder of the community in 1864. However, just 
three years later, Mr. Bozeman was murdered under mysterious circumstances. Five years after that, in 1872, the First National Bank of Bozeman was 
established under the leadership of President Leander M. Black and Cashier George W. Fox. However, like many ill-fated ventures in the rough-and- 
tumble Wild West, what began with high hopes soon came to an ignoble end. After just six years in business, the First National was closed by the receiver 
on September 14, 1878. Over those six years, the bank had a total issuance of just $91,600, all Original Series and 1875 $5s. By 1916, just $560 remained 
outstanding. Prior to this evening, despite decades of searching by the most dedicated collectors, there had not been even a hint of a surviving note from 
this small Territorial bank. 


That situation has now changed with the surfacing of this Original Series $5. Not only is it the first note to surface from this bank, it’s also only the sec- 
ond example to be reported from any of the three Bozeman charters that issued Territorial notes. The only other known piece, according to the National 
Currency Foundation census, is a very low grade $10 Brown Back from the Gallatin Valley NB that has never been offered for public sale. 


Tonight’s offering is quite the opposite. It is an absolutely beautiful note whose face retains virtually all of its original ink colors. The back does have 
several hard folds indicating that this Five spent a considerable amount of time tucked away in someone’s wallet, which undoubtedly accounts for its sur- 
vival today. It also features a very attractive bank title layout and dark pen signatures. The fact that PMG has assigned its EPQ designation to this pretty 
note should reassure prospective bidders that this example is fully original and has not been “improved” in any way. With the surfacing of this note, the 
total of Territorial notes for all Montana banks increases to a mere 39. Certainly a highlight, if not the highlight of this auction, this is truly a note fit for 
the finest of collections.

The first of a great pair of serial number 1 large size notes from Montana that made their first public appearance in our October 2012 Dallas ANA auc- 
tion where we said: “Tonight, we present not only two large size notes from here but they are from the first sheet issued by this late chartering bank after 
it opened its doors in 1924 that have been held by the bank president’s family for generations. 


As background, the eastern Montana community of Miles City was named in honor of U. S. Army General Nelson A. Miles who had been sent to the 
area after the Battle of the Little Big Horn, according to the local newspaper, to “bring the remaining uncontrolled Native Americans into subjugation.” 
His nephew, George Miles, accompanied him on the expedition and became quite involved in the sheep and livestock trade and would later become the 
President of the First National Bank. The first bank in Miles City was named appropriately the First National Bank and opened its doors in 1882. In 
1924, this institution reorganized itself, adopted a new charter, and changed its name from the First NB of Miles City to the First NB in Miles City from 
which came these two lovely notes that we present this evening. 


First up is a beautiful Serial Number 1 $10 from the “C” position that features bright paper, a vibrant blue overprint, and bold pen signatures including 
that of George M. Miles as President. While it has a bit of an irregular cut in its top margin and has sustained some very light handling, it was obviously 
well preserved over the years. A true trophy note fit for the finest of collections.” This piece and the following lot are still the only large size notes from 
this Montana bank and remain just as rare and important as when we first offered them over eight years ago.

As mentioned in the previous lot, the First NB in Miles City was the successor bank to the First 
NB of Miles City which had chosen to reorganize in 1924. The new bank issued only 538 sheets of $10-$10-$10-$20 Plain Backs before the small size era 
ensued in 1929. Again, no large size examples from this charter had ever been located until the surfacing of these two wonderful notes, which had been 
set aside by the bank’s president, George M. Miles. This piece has sustained only a light touch of handling over the years, and features excellent color, 
bold embossing, the same dark signatures as the $10, and a very wide bottom margin including the first sheet’s entire bottom selvedge. Another beautiful 
note to excite the many collectors of trophy nationals.”

In our 2019 Long Beach auction, we were fortunate enough to be able to offer the only known note from this tiny western Nebraska bank that was only 
in business from 1910 until its failure in 1921. It was housed in a PMG Very Fine 20 holder with a comment about small edge tears. That evening, that 
unique piece brought $7,200. Strong realizations such as that number seem to have an ability to ferret other notes out of the woodwork and, once again, 
that is the case. Out of the “proverbial weeds”, we are pleased to offer the second reported note from this short-lived charter. The hamlet of Bridgeport 
had its start in 1899 by the building of the Chicago, Burlington, and Quincy through that part of the state. Eleven years later, when Bridgeport had a pop- 
ulation of 500, the First National Bank was established. However, it was destined to be an early victim of the agricultural depression of the 1920s and was 
closed by the receiver in 1921.

The First National opened in 1908 and survived the note-issuing era 
with just $1480 in large size outstanding in 1935. Prior to this evening, just two large size had surfaced, one being a $5 Red Seal in Very Good condition 
that has never appeared at public sale, and the other a $5 Plain Back graded PMG Choice Fine 15, that fetched $14,100 in our 2015 Long Beach auction.

In return, they would 
issue a certificate of deposit earning 5% per annum. A red printing on 
the face of this certificate states the 30 day factor and that it was also 
payable in Legal Tender Notes. In order to get your money back, you 
had to turn in your certificate of deposit. This resulted in the extreme 
rarity of these certificates. This is an unsigned and undated Remainder. 
Nonetheless, it is a great and unusual financial instrument from the 
early days of the Civil War. The back is brighter than the front and PMG 
mentions ‘Restoration’.

This is the smallest denomination for this patriotic issue that was issued 
to help provide the ways and means to meet the expenditures of the 
Spanish-American War.

Construction of these improvements progressed rapidly until 1802 when 
financial difficulties forced curtailments. From 1810 to 1818 the company 
conducted a lottery in an unsuccessful attempt to raise funds. The com- 
pany remained in existence until 1828 when its property was transferred 
to the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Co. Signed by Joseph Carleton, who 
was an officer and also Paymaster in the Continental Army. Both of these 
examples are well-printed Gems.

There were eight sheets of this layout and variety in the 
1990 ABNCo Archives sale, with many, if not most, being subsequently 
cut to sell as single notes. Unlike many Proofs in the sale from this bank, 
this sheet has avoided nagging condition issues, with only a couple of tiny 
chips, far away from the notes, in the sheet selvage.

A 
light rose TWENTY protector appears on the lower half of the note over 
the signature lines. The note is printed on India paper with numerous 
POCs in the President’s signature line. This note was formerly part of the 
Western Reserve Historical Society holdings and is one of two presently 
known Proofs for this design.

Secondly, 
the vignette on the right has been intentionally changed by the bank 
note company to change the race of the man from Caucasian to African 
American. A tear has even been added to the sleeve to highlight the dark 
skin color. The note itself also features the State Treasurer die at left, a 
portrait of President Fillmore at center. A large red EIGHT protector 
appears at center. While the note has seen some time in circulation, it 
has survived the experience without attracting any repairs or meaningful 
condition impairments. This wonderful note will take any collection for- 
tunate enough to add it to the next level.

This 
is only the second note from this issuer and is the first $10 that we have 
offered in any of our public auctions. Very rare with Jones estimating a 
population of perhaps two to four survivors, this note appears to be the 
plate note from the Virginia catalog.

Engravings of the bald eagle with spread wings 
on coins and currency are commonly seen at times of conflict; during times of relative peace, the eagle is used less often, is shown in flight 
(Saint Gaudens Double Eagle reverse), or perched (Indian Head gold coin reverse engraved by Bela Lyon Pratt). The eagle on this example 
is still remarkably bold for the grade. The “Spread Eagle” $100s are quintessentially American and have been coveted by numismatists for 
decades.

This design was 
able to enter the collector community due to the five alarm Washington, DC Old Post Office fire that began on the night of December 13, 
1935 and raged until the next morning. Firemen tossed many of these notes out of the windows of a sixth floor filing room in order to deny 
combustible material to the conflagration. The lucky onlookers at street level were able to pick them up and go on their way. The plate letter 
A note earned the highest grade for having the widest top margin of this lovely trio.

The paper is white, the black and gold inks contrast nicely, and the orange third printing is bold with clearly defined digits in the serial 


numbers on this attractive high denomination Gold Certificate. Many collectors put together a $10 through $100 Gold type set. This note 
is a good candidate for such an endeavor.

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About Uncirculated $500 1928 Gold Certificate

A much in demand type note, this piece allows collectors to expand their holdings of small size Gold Certificates beyond the $100 
denomination. The offering possesses balanced margins, good color, and only minor evidence of circulation. Minor repairs are mentioned 
on the third party holder, but are not readily apparent under normal viewing circumstances.

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Gem New 65PPQ $1,000 Gold Certificate 


21194 Fr. 2408 $1,000 1928 Gold Certificate. PCGS Gem New 65PPQ. 

A simply gorgeous and exceedingly rare $1,000 Gold Certificate, this piece made its last public appearance in our 2006 FUN auction. At 
that time, we said: “This is a true monster of a note, and is very likely the finest $1000 small size Gold Certificate we have ever had in any of 
our sales. The colors are unbelievably bright, the paper white as snow, the centering perfect on the face and more than adequate on the back, 
and the overall effect simply dazzling to the eye.” Later on, PCGS agreed with our assessment in assigning a 65PPQ grade to this beautiful 
Gold Certificate. 


A quick review of PCGS and PMG grading standards reflects that only notes showing complete originality and outstanding paper quality 
are designated as PPQ (Premium Paper Quality - PCGS) or EPQ (Exceptional Paper Quality - PMG). Current census data from PCGS & 
PMG reveals that only about twenty 1928 gold thousands have received the PPQ or EPQ designation, underscoring the fact that these 
notes, while scarce in any grade, are exceptionally rare in original, as issued condition. This chance survivor possesses the twin hallmarks 
of greatness - quality and rarity. It radiates a superb print quality and a flashy gold overprint which make for pleasing eye appeal. Given the 
quick absorption by strong hands of the only other 1928 $1000 gold Gems many years ago, it is possible that this note is the one and only 
Gem 1928 gold thousand that will be available to collectors for many years to come.

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Rare and Important Large Size Foldover Error - Ex-Grinnell 


21195 Foldover Error Fr. 73 $5 1880 Legal Tender PMG Choice About Unc 58. 

A truly wonderful large size error, this is both a major foldover and an obstruction error, with only a small part of the large seal showing that 
is not printed on the folded over portion. This is a beautiful piece which traces its provenance to the famed Albert Grinnell collection which 
was sold by Barney Bluestone. This note appeared as Lot 408 in the November 25, 1944 auction where it realized all of $26. We expect this 
great error note to do a bit better this evening.

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Unique $5 FRBN Invert 


21196 Inverted Back Error Fr. 794 $5 1918 Federal Reserve Bank Note PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 


A solidly graded example of this rare invert, this is the only $5 FRBN reported with this seldom seen error. While several inverts are known 
for $1 and $2 FRBNs, this is the only $5 reported.

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Only Large Size $100 Invert Available For Collectors 


21197 Inverted Back Error Fr. 1098 $100 1914 Federal Reserve Note PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

This Cleveland C-note is the only large size $100 inverted back available in the collector community. There is another $100 inverted back 
known, a New York Fr. 1088, but it has been in government hands for a long time. In fact, it was transferred from the Treasury Department to 
the Smithsonian Institution in 1978 when the former sent their locked away holdings to the latter for storage and display purposes. Therefore, 
the Fr. 1088 will remain forever beyond the reach of collectors. The attractive mid-grade, comment free inverted back error in this lot made its 
first appearance in the William Donlon auction of September, 1972 as lot 592 in the supplement session where it brought all of $260. Times 
have certainly changed since then as both errors and rarity have greatly appreciated over the last five decades in the paper money field. Its 
next public offering was at the ANA auction of 1977 which was the most extensive paper money auction of the 1970s, if not the following 
decade, too. Its third offering was 23 years later at our January, 2000 FUN auction. We predicted in our description a five figure price and 
it took a winning bid of $14,300 to bring this unique in collector hands inverted back $100 home. Today, collectors are able to compete 
once again for this unique error. Therefore, if rarity and desirability are any guide in the current robust market, our estimate could well prove 
conservative in the quest to make this rarity the centerpiece of the next collection that it enters.

21198 Printed Foldover Error John Burke Courtesy Autograph Omaha, NE - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 616 The First National Bank Ch. 4

One of the greatest of all National Bank Note errors, this piece traces its pedigree all the way back to the fabled Grinnell Collection, where 
it was lot 4411, sold as part of the “error or freak notes” section, the largest offering ever of National errors. This note is a printed foldover 
error with a significant portion of the blue Treasury Seal printed on the back at lower left. The piece is also missing the blue overprint of 
the regional letter, charter number, and Treasury Seal on the right side of the face. In addition, the note has been courtesy autographed 
by U.S. Treasurer John Burke, who was in office from 1913-21. Burke signs where the Treasury Seal should have been printed on the face. 
His signature on this error note may have been acquired by a collector who wanted a form of validation that this was a legitimate error. 
Nonetheless, any estimate is simply a guess for this intriguing autographed error, but its fortunate new owner is set to acquire something that 
will very likely remain unique forever. 


Starting Bid: $4,000 
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Highly Unusual Double Inverted Star $100 Error 


21199 Double Inverted Star Error Fr. 2150-L* $100 1928 Federal Reserve Note. PMG Choice About Unc 58. 

Only the third example of a double inverted star error that we have auctioned. One of the other two pieces was a Fr. 2050-B* $20 1928 FRN 
that graded PMG VF 30 which realized $4,800 in April, 2018. Our second offering was another Fr. 2150-L* $100 1928 FRN grading PMG 
VF 25 which fetched $6,600 in September, 2019. A double inverted star error is highly unusual, as this rare error type is normally associated 
with only one “*” being upside down. In this case, the note had both star plugs inserted in the serial number wheels upside down. This error 
has the crown point for both serial numbers rotated 180 degrees and pointing downwards. Later, the BEP would make the “*” plug in such 
a way that it could only be inserted correctly. The much higher graded example of this rare error type in this lot should easily command a 
five figure result. 


Starting Bid: $6,000 
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Elusive Mismatched Serial Number $100 Error 


21200 Mismatched Serial Number Error Fr. 2182-F 2006A $100 Federal Reserve Note PMG Choice About Unc 58. 

The fourth digit is the mismatch offender for this error $100 with this piece having serial 90508232/90598232. There is not a single 
mismatched serial number for this denomination and series listed in either the latest Bart or Sullivan error references. We have auctioned 
one other Series 2006A $100 mismatched serial number, but it was from the Dallas district. It graded PMG XF 40 and realized $1,920 in 
September, 2019. The example in this lot is of a much higher grade and has only an upper left corner fold. It is well centered within broad 
margins, too. In total, it is only our fourth mismatched serial number error on a $100 that we have auctioned, and only the second since 
2005. It is also the highest graded by a large margin of our four previous offerings.

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"The Del Monte Note” Obstructed Printing Error with Retained Obstruction 


21201 Obstructed Printing Error with Retained Obstruction Fr. 2084-H $20 1996 Federal Reserve Note. PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 

This highly unusual and colorful error note is commonly referred to by collectors in the numismatic fraternity as “The Del Monte Note,” 
simply because of the retained printed over “Del Monte Ecuador” banana sticker obstruction. Most obstructions fall off shortly after printing, 
leaving behind a blank area of paper lacking the design, but errors with objects that “stick” to the note and enter circulation are very rare. 
A few objects seen on other obstruction errors include a band-aid, paper fragments, scotch tape, and wood shavings. United States paper 
money is essentially printed in three stages: the first printing is the back of the note, the second printing provides the face devices, and the 
final printing includes both seals and the serial numbers. When this note was printed at the Fort Worth Western Currency Facility, it went 
through the first and second printings normally before the Del Monte sticker found its way onto the surface. The sticker’s placement is ideal, 
as it covers part of the second printing details and is overlaid by part of the Treasury Seal and the right serial number from the third printing. 


Most would conjecture that this error note was no accident and probably the result of some very bored or creative BEP employee. Its 
presence in the market place however is not dubious, as it passed through the regular channels of the Federal Reserve before it was released 
into circulation. In the summer of 2004, a college student in Ohio received it as part of an ATM withdrawal and shortly there after posted it 
on eBay where it sold to the highest of 12 bids. The note was a bargain at around $10,000 on eBay as news of the note had barely hit the 
collecting community. In subsequent weeks, it was the cover story in both Bank Note Reporter and Numismatic News. Then in 2006, we 
offered the piece in our FUN Auction, where it topped $25,000. Since then it has earned a spot on the cover of, US Error Note Encyclopedia 
second edition by Stephen M. Sullivan. This fabled error is now looking for a new home, but it will take serious consideration and a very 
strong bid to bring one of the greatest paper money errors home.

Dramatic Doubled Second Printing $5 Error 


21202 Doubled Second Printing Error Fr. 1974-G $5 1977 Federal Reserve Note PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 EPQ. 

This error type is found only on small size notes. Dr. Frederick J. Bart states on page 126 of the fourth edition of United States Paper Money 
Errors that, “small size notes with doubled impressions are legitimately rare.” This is reinforced on page 190 of the second edition of US Error 
Note Encyclopedia by Stephen M. Sullivan as he has assigned his highest class rarity rating of R9 for this error type. The dramatic example in 
this lot has two complete 100% second printings with the separation between the two printings being 1mm. The two face plate numbers in 
the lower right corner are B256 and B279 and they are easily readable. Lincoln has four eyes and doubling of his other facial features. This 
is a great example to represent this error type in a major error collection or to be a keystone of a budding error collection that will some day 
become major.
